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Family health day bears fruit 


GOODIE bags full of fruit were 
handed out to the first 200 
families attending a special heath 
test day in Haverhill on Saturday. 
The event was organised by the 
town’s Association of Voluntary 
Organisations and Abbeycroft 
Leisure at Haverhill Leisure 
Centre. 

Children and adults were offered 
free blood pressure monitoring, 


diabetes and blood-sugar 
testing, body mass index 
measurements and tests of how 
efficiently the body uses oxygen. 
Stalls also offered advice on 
alternative therapies such as 
reflexology and head massage, 
and information on substance 
abuse, oral hygiene and 
meningitis. 

The event was sponsored by 


Sainsbury’s, Aldi and the Co-op 
and supported by local councils 
and hospitals. 

MP Richard Spring, who opened 
it, said: “This is an excellent 
initiative which is becoming an 
annual fixture in Haverhill’s 
calendar. I commend all involved 
for making it possible and taking 
steps to highlight health issues 
from which we can all benefit.” 
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A PHONE message to wish 
his mother happy birthday 
was the last time a drug user 
contacted his family before 
he was found dead on a road. 

Warren McCormack, 27, was 
discovered by the Brooks 
Service Road behind McKay’s 
store in Haverhill on April 2, 
the same day he had been 
released from Norwich Prison, 
an inquest heard. 

Dr Peter Dean, the Greater Suffolk 
coroner, recorded a verdict of 
accidental death on Mr McCormack of 
Church Street, Hundon, at an inquest 
in Bury St Edmunds on Wednesday. 
Pathologist Professor Sebastian Lucas 
gave the cause of death as a heart 
attack, caused by opiate toxicity, 
namely heroin. 

Dr Dean said: “There is absolutely no 
suggestion from any of the evidence or 
history given that Warren in any way 
intended to harm himself that night. 

“He appeared to be in good spirits, 
with people he knew, having just been 
released from prison. 

“There is a possibility that his toler¬ 
ance may have been reduced while he 
was in prison, but it appears what 
happened was a tragic accident that 
emphasises the dangers of drug use.” 

Dr Dean said a background state¬ 
ment provided by Mr McCormack’s 
family inferred that aspects of his 
behaviour had suggested he was a 
troubled individual and he had started 
using drugs. His family had continued 
to support him and help him to try to 
kick the habit, but he never succeeded.

Post offices given 
help on staying safe 


SUFFOLK police will visit 
every post office in and 
around Haverhill in a bid to 
cut down on the number of 
robberies they suffer this 
winter. 

Operation Arctic is being 
launched to give out crime 
prevention advice, and special 
packs will be hand delivered to 
around 370 premises, including 
small shops. 

Inspector Ben Cook said the 
packs put together by police 
community safety and crime 
reduction teams, as well as Post 
Office security, contained key 
messages and simple advice to help 
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stores stay safe. People living near 
post officers or stores are asked to 
stay vigilant and report any 
suspicious activity 

Inspector Cook said: “As the 
clocks go back and the evenings get 
darker, criminals can take the 
opportunity to prey on stores. We 
want to give the post office and 
shop managers information they 
can use to deter these people and 
keep themselves, their customers 
and their businesses safe." 

High visibility patrols will be 
used in vulnerable areas as a 


deterrent and Post Office security 
will circulate information about 
suspicious incidents. 

Police point out that those 
considering targeting a post office 
or store often visit the premises in 
the hours, days or weeks leading up 
to a robbery, driving by or sitting 
outside. 

Inspector Cook said: “Whilst 
Suffolk is a safe place and the level 
of serious crime committed at post 
officers and stores in the county is 
low, we do need the public to act as 
an additional pair of eyes and ears 
- the information that the 
community gives could prevent a 
robbery from occurring at their 
local store.”

Heroin user’s 
final message

He became involved in criminal 
activity and went to prison, but was 
still in contact with his family and 
sent the message to his mother 
shortly before his death. 

Dr Dean said on the day he had 
been released from prison Mr Mc¬ 
Cormack had travelled to Haverhill, 
arriving around 6pm, and met 
friends. The group had been drinking 
and chatting, until his friends bec¬ 
ame concerned when he at first 
appeared to be asleep, then slumped 
forward and stopped breathing. 

One gave him chest compressions 
and mouth-to-mouth resuscitation, 
while emergency services were 
called. A syringe was found close to 
him and he was pronounced dead at 
the scene. 


Crimewave fears after 
citizens’ group folds 


FEARS of a future crimewave have 
been voiced by an ex-officer after he 
accused police of “pulling the plug” 
on Haverhill’s Crime Prevention 
Panel. 

Eric Bratt, the scrapped group’s chairman, 
made the stark prediction after resigning 
from his post. 

Mr Bratt helped form the panel in 1990 but 
told the Weekly News he felt police had 
“pulled the plug” without warning. 

Now he fears that the loss of crime prev¬ 
ention advice and lack of police presence in 
the town could lead to an increase in crime. 

Mr Bratt, a retired police officer of many 
years service said: “We had a force crime 
prevention officer who worked with the 
group and communicated with police 
headquarters and I found out he was being 
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taken away only two days before he left. 

“I was told that because of the Safer 
Neighbourhood Teams there was no further 
need for a Crime Prevention Panel, but I 
could carry on on my own if I wanted to. I 
just washed my hands of it, I was so 
disgusted with them. 

“When it started we had over 25 people on 
the panel and it had dwindled, but I was 
hoping to work with other nationalities in 
the town. 

“We were completely independent, we were 
not part of the police, and we were able to 
give advice and information to people. 

“I used to give talks about bogus callers 
and personal safety. I am sure that crime will 
increase now that they have trashed the 


Crime Prevention Panel.” 

A spokesman for Suffolk Police said: 
“Crime Prevention Panels across the area 
are currently under review. 

“In most cases the panels have been offered 
a place on the local Safer Neighbourhood 
Team, this has happened in Haverhill. 

“There were too few members for the panel 
to remain viable as it was, and options to 
keep it open were explored with the 
remaining members. 

“We would encourage anyone who wants to 
be a community volunteer to contact their 
local Safer Neighbourhood Team, as the 
community is a vital partner in these teams. 

“The input of the public helps to shape the 
work of the teams and helps solve problems.”

No plea in murder bid case 


A MAN accused of the 
attempted murder of his 
mother has appeared at 
Ipswich Crown Court. 

Edward Oxford, of Ris- 
bridge Drive, Kedington, 
is charged with attempt¬ 


ing to murder Christine 
Oxford at Kedington on or 
between October 8 and 9. 
He is also accused of 
possessing an offensive 
weapon, namely a sheath 
knife. 


Oxford, 41, who had not 
yet entered a plea to 
either offence, did not 
apply for bail and re¬ 
manded in custody until 
his next court appearance 
on December 14. 


A HEALTH trust’s use of 
resources has been rated 
“weak” and the quality of 
its services “fair” in a new 
report. 

However, Suffolk Primary 
Care Trust welcomed the publi¬ 
cation of the Healthcare Com¬ 
mission’s annual health check of 
NHS Trust performance for 
2006/07 - and promised to do 
better. 

Chief executive Carole Taylor- 
Brown said: ‘As a publicly fund¬ 
ed service it is important that 
local people know how well we 
are doing to meet their health 
needs. 

“The assessment looks at 
what is important to patients: 
healthcare which is timely and 
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safe. Publication of the assess¬ 
ment helps us to be more acc¬ 
ountable to the people we serve.” 

The commission assessed the 
quality of PCT services in 
2006/07 as “fair” but assessed 
use of resources as “weak”, 
mainly due to its historic debt. 

Some of the achievements in 
services in 2006/07 were: early 
detection of retinopathy for 
diabetes patients; 26-week wait 
for inpatients; maximum waits 
of 13 weeks for an outpatient 
appointment; two months for 
urgent referrals to treatment for 
cancers; one month from diag¬ 
nosis to treatment for cancer 


and four-hour maximum wait in 
A&E from arrival to admission, 
transfer or discharge. 

Mrs Taylor-Brown said: “Our 
goal is to become one of the best 
performing PCTs in the country 

“We recognise that there are 
areas for improvement in our 
services and we are already 
focused on making the right 
changes to commission and 
provide excellent services to 
patients. 

“We have turned around the 
financial position to reduce the 
accumulated historic debt from 
£35.5 million at the start of the 
year to £30.9 million. 

“We are currently on target to 
reduce the debt by a further 
£18.9 million during this fin¬ 
ancial year.”

Mum’s anger 
over late taxi

AN ANGRY mother of four is 
boycotting a taxi firm after 
her eight-year-old son was left 
waiting to be collected from 
school for the third time. 

Bernice Jaggard was even more 
unhappy with what happened last 
Monday afternoon because another 
child was also due to be collected in a 
pre-booked taxi from Place Farm 
Primary School in Camps Road, 
Haverhill. 

Mrs Jaggard’s son Jack and his 
classmate Charlotte King, finished 
school at 3.15pm, but did not finally 
arrive home at Aragon Road until 
4.10pm. 

They only arrived after Mrs 
Jaggard had made several frantic 
phone calls to the office of ABC 
Taxis. Mrs Jaggard was at home 
caring for nine-month-old Harley and 
Harrison, who is almost two, and 
waiting for her 10-year-old daughter 
Destiny to return from her school. 

She said: “Three times they have 
left my son at school on a pre-booked 
taxi and completely forgotten about 
him. 

“The taxi driver said they had four 
drivers off sick when he did come, 
but it is just not good enough. They 
should give priority to children and 
old people. They did not charge me 
for the taxi, but that is not the point. I 
think it is disgusting and I won’t be 
using them again. 

“It makes me look like a bad 
parent, especially when I am 
responsible for someone else’s child. 
The children are not allowed out of

the school until the taxi driver goes in 
and gives their name, so the teachers 
have to wait with them. 

“I live a mile away from the school 
and it is quite a trek with the younger 
children, plus I need to be at home 
when my daughter gets here.” 

Stephen Hearn, proprietor of ABC, 
said: “A few drivers let us down that 
afternoon and did not come in when 
they should have done. We did pick 
them up and we did not charge them. 
It is just one of those things that 
happen, we are not late day after day 
We normally do phone people and tell 
them if we have their number.”

Only 33 per cent of five-year-olds 
living in deprived areas of Suffolk are 
reaching state targets for learning 
and development compared to 48 per 
cent of those in other areas. Overall, 
just 46 per cent of five-year-olds in 
Suffolk are achieving the set goals. 


The Government statistics, drawn 
from assessments made by reception 
teachers in a child’s first year of 
formal education, looked at progress 
in areas such as: personal, social and 
emotional development; communi¬ 
cation, language and literacy; 
mathematical development; physical 
development; creative development 
and knowledge and understanding of 
the world. 


Mr Spring said: “Despite £21bn 
being spent on Sure Start - the 
Government’s flagship scheme to help 
children from our most deprived 
communities - this data clearly shows 
that children from poorer areas still 
face a significant disadvantage. 

“It is unacceptable that children 
from our most deprived areas are still 
not getting the opportunity for a 
decent start in life.”

Twenties comes roaring 
back with Bugsy Malone 


ANYONE who thinks amateur 
dramatics is in decline could pay 
a visit to Haverhill Arts Centre and 
discover otherwise.

coldest heart. The cast ranged from the 
youngest at eight years to an upper limit 
of just 16, but all demonstrated a level of 
stage presence far beyond their years. 
John Chandler had the hard task of trying 
to immediately grab the attention of the 
audience in the title role of Bugsy - but 
got them on side straight away. 

American accents are particularly hard to 
crack, but both he and the rest of the cast 
sounded like they were born in the Bronx. 
Tom Bailey, meanwhile, belied his small 
frame to make an excellent Fat Sam, 
ranting convincingly at all around him. 
Lauren Chinery was in fine voice as the 
female lead Blousey Brown and she 


provided a fiery foil to Bugsy. Her younger 
brother Adam also put a strong individual 
stamp on the role of Fizzy, with his totally 
unaffected but heart-warming 
performance. 

Lee Mayes, meanwhile, is one of only two 
members of the cast to take part in the 
company’s earlier performance of the 
show, seven years ago, and showed how 
he has matured into a valuable and 
versatile mainstay. 

But in the stunning finale to the show the 
tiny hoodalums with their too-big suits, as 
well as small speakeasy dancers in 
sparkly dresses, really came into their 
own. 

To pull off the show with so much style at 
such tender years bodes very well for the 
future.
